In America, they claim (I mean in the public papers) 
to be perfect ſtates, no otherwiſe dependant upon Great 


Britain than by having the ſame king; which, having 
complete legiſlatures within themſelves, are no way ſub- 


ject to that of Great Britain; which, in ſuch inſtances 


. as- it has heretofore exerciſed a legiſlative power over 


them, has uſurped it. In a difference ſo wide, Who 


ſhall determine? The Parliament of Great Britain?
